New York, March 2.—(Cana¬ 
dian Press}—A special to The 
Tribune from Washington says 
the situation in the Ruhr district 
is now regarded in the United 
States capital as so serious that 
“no one would be surprised at 
an outbreak of hostilities which 
would lead to a renewal of war 
St any moment.” 

Not even at th© moment the

■o great as now. in the opinion of 
Washington officials. 

The paper adds that th© uncertainty 
as to developments in th© Near East 
as well ss th© Ruhr situation “adds 
to th© feeling ,of apprehension In 
Washington."

Mrs. A. W. Mellon When Di¬ 
vorced Appealed to King 
George 

New York. March 2.—A marriage 
license was Issued on Wednesday to 
‘Harry XrtEur Xee", ~S0, a New York 
art dealer, and Mra Nora Mary Mc¬ 
Mullen Mellon. 44. divorced wife of 
Ant^row W. Mellon, of Pittsburg, 
secretary of the treasury. 

Mr*. Mellon before her marriage 
was Nora Mary McMullen, daughter 
of on*- of the founder* of the. Guinea* 
Brewing Company, of- Dublin, Ireland. 
When Mr. Mellon Instituted divorce 
proceedings against her she appealed 
to King George and Parliament, al¬ 
leging that she had been deprived of 
her rirht* as a British citizen. She 
accused her husband of violating an 
agreement not to divorco her. made 
in*J90!». under which she received a 
trust fund of S1.3r>0.000 and 9350,000 
for their two children. 

.Mr. Mellon brought the suit on 
grounds of infidelity, naming Alfred 
George Curphey, an Englishman, a* 
co-respondent. Curphey and Capt. 
Kirkbrlde of the British army were 
arrested In New York in 1911. charged 
with ignoring Hubpoenao* t>» appear 
at the hear lag at Pittsburg, -hut- were 
released after being held for several 
months in 92.600 bail. Curphej”. It 
transpired, had, been made a co- 
respondent bv Lord Vivian In his di¬ 
vorce from iAdy Barbara Vivian in 
London in 1907. 

Anneals of Mrs. Mellon for inter¬ 
vention by the British Government 
were denied by Blr Edward Grey, the 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs. He 
held that she had forfeited her Brlt- 
iBlr rltizmxtnp when she married UK 


Mellon and her citizenship had not 
been restored despite her years' resi¬ 
dence In England and Franco after 
the separation. 

Mrs. Mellon returned to the United 
Plates In the Spring of 1911 and wa* 
ejected -from the -Mellon homo in 
Plttsbqrg on court, orders obtained 
by Mr. Mellon. The children were 
given Into his custody. Her wedding 
presents and household belonging* 
also were seized. 

The divorce hearing wan held *ec- 
retly at Pittsburg in July; 1912. when 
a special commission that had taken 
testimony In England France and 
-cities in the United Plate* filed their 
report. 

By an agreement the divorce wa» 
granted to Mr. Mellon ground* of 
desert ion. - „A report dur l njt the Sum -. 
mer of 1912 that they had become 
reconciled in Europe was denied by 
llr. Mellon.

BIG BULL MARKET 
NOT JIT END YET, 
FONTAINE SAYS 

About to Enter Last Stage of 
Upward Move, However, 

He Says 

Jumps of 20 to 30 Points Up¬ 
wards to Take Place in 
Two M6ntfis 

New York, .March 2.—The bull 
market, which is anticipating the 
big boom in business Which will 
reach its hj*h levels in the East 
later thi* year, is not over by 
any means, despite the increase 
in the Federal Reserve discount 
rate, according to 8. 8. Fontaine, 
The New York World'a noted 
financial writer and authority on 
Wall. Street. 

‘1 do not bell*vs that ths rrdis- 
eount rate forecasts speculative dls- 
ostsr." he says. "It is but an Inci¬ 
dent In business revival. There Is 
no analogy with November, 1616. In 
tho Fall of 1116 call money loaned at 
20 psr cent. Federal Reserve ratio 
was well under 50 per cent, and th« 
gold holdings of ths New York Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Rank were actually Im¬ 
paired below the legal limits. Those 
conditions and not a 4% per cent, 
rate ended th* 1919 bull market. 
Similar conditions will be prevented 
by this week's 4 44 per cent. rate. 

"On Oct. 17. 1616, the Federal Re¬ 
serve Bank of New York had a gold 
reserve of 9*62.000.000. deposits of 
1714.000.00<J. note circulation of 1766.- 
000.000 and a gold ratio of note cir¬ 
culation after allowing 25 per cent, 
deposits of only. 16 6 per cffnt. 
Yes, the requirement le 40 per 
cent On Feb. 14 last reserve held 
against note circulation was 125 per 
cent. It bad 9*77,000.000 In gold. 
1771,000.000 In deposits and only 
* 660 . 000,000 In notes outstanding.

Naturally such advertising will bring i 
in a largs public following, larger | 
than we have had any time since the 
Fall of 1 * 11 . It Is going to be ex¬ 
ceedingly difficult to keep people 
from participating to excess becauee 
It will be comparatively easy to make 
money by following tips and informa¬ 
tion blindly. That, of course, is going 
to be the period of real diatributlon 
We have not yet reached that Ktago. 

“And when we do get there, volume 
days of from 2.000.000 to 2,500,060 
shares should not be out of line If 
.?• co n si d e r the numerous high- 
priced Issues which wero split up 
during 1622 and the ntny additional 
new issueg which have, bean Hated 
on the Stock Exchange during the 
'.set two years. This message is not 
in any way a warning, because we i 
believe that when the real period of 
distribution Is taking place, we will 
be able to see It. We are. however, 
afraid that our customers cannot or 
will not see It at that time, and 
when the inevitable aftermath—L 
a collapse in prices-comes about It 
will be too late. This attempt on 
our part to forecast what may happen 
between now and June Is. of couree. 
subject to many unforeseen happen¬ 
ing*. but we give It in the hope that 
It may have some effect as a stabil¬ 
ising Influence."

Refinery at Calgary. 

Mr. Btlllmsn pointed out that the 
Calgary refinery would be completed 
thie year. Concerning It he said— 
“During the year your directors 
reached the conclusion that chang¬ 
ing conditions In the sources of sup¬ 
ply of crude petroleum and the con¬ 
sumption of petroleum products 


throughout the west nbcessltated 
the construction of a refinery at Cal¬ 
gary- It Is expected that this plant 
will be In operation towards the 
close of this year and that it will 
serve a useful economic purpose in 
the manufacture and distribution of 
petroleum products In the territory 
In which It le situated." 

Attention was paid by the Presi¬ 
dent to ths work being done In the 
Northwest He laid particular em¬ 
phasis on the fact that Imperial Oil 
had spent large sums In trying to 
develop a field In Canada whereas 
their competitors had taken the op¬ 
portunity they ha dpassed up. of 
spending their money across the 
border drilling In definitely estab¬ 
lished and profitable fields. 

Mr Stillman, however, summed up 
the work of the pest three years in 
the Northwest in the following 
terras* 

“That the third year of its 
setivs drilling operations has 
snded without tangible result, 
and that a large expenditure of 
capital in the west has yst 
proved unproductive, has not les¬ 
sened the conviction that the 
search far ail in thio country was 
S duty, and a quest which is net 
yet without hope ef success." 
Certain theories regarding western 
oil formations have been to soma ex¬ 
tent discounted as the result of op- 
erallrois. the president said. A. suc¬ 
cessful venture, however, had been 
established at Black Diamond, where 
wet gas from three wells at 282* feet 
was being treated by the Absorption 
process before passing Into th© Cal¬ 
gary gas mains. A small production 
of oil was also reported from the 
two original wells. The new one at 
Red Coulqp, near the boundary was 
down 1.260 fast without definits re¬ 
sult. 

Explerqtien Detail*. 

Mr. Stillman then gave the fol¬ 
lowing details of western develop¬ 
ment; 

Our Western drilling operations 
have been so far unproductive. Ths 
theory that a line or lines of major 
folding underlie the central plains 
of the west forming suitable struc¬ 
ture for oil accumulation within con¬ 
venient reach of the drill hoe been 
to some extent discounted by out- 
drilling at various locations from the 
international _ boundary north to 
Township 46 A large area has been 
tested IWt stx wettx have-been aban¬ 
doned after reaching considerable 
depth, three In Saskatchewan and 
three In Alberta. The details of 
thee* wells are os follows The 
Boundary well abandoned at 2.960 
feet. Rush Lake at 2,385 feet. Muddy 
Lake at 2,601 feet, Misty Hills at 
S.204 feet. Tit Hill* at 2.802 feet, and 
Fabyan well at 2.720 feet. 

Turning to an area where struc¬ 
tural conditions are more pronounced 
the outer range of the foothills of 
the Rockies, In which a number of 
■mall producing wells had been pre¬ 
viously brought in in the general 
neighborhood of Calgary—no more 
satisfactory results have been at¬ 
tained. The details of our drilling in 
this area Include: Twin Butte No. 

1. abandoned at 2,780 feet; Twin 
Butte No. 2. which was the deepest 
well ever drilled in this country, was 
abandoned at 4,875 feet: Wlhow 
Creek, which at a depth of 2.2*8 feet 
Is still being drilled; Christie Well, 
taken over from private owners, but 
which, because of the impossibility of 
recovering casing lost In the well by 
the original owners, has been aban¬ 
doned. Coals pur, at a depth of M*0 
feet Is still being drilled, and Pouce 
Coupe, which, at a depth of 2,718 
feet, is still being drilled. 

At Fort Norman th* discovery well 
has been deepe n ed te *61 feet, and 
at last reports was producing some 
seventy-five barrels of crude petro¬ 
leum per day. Three additional wells i 
In ths Fort Norman area are at 
dspths of *18, *5 and 4*6 feet, re¬ 
spectively, the depths In none of 
these wells being sufficient to Justify 
any conclusion as to |he field.'Work 
Is proceeding with a picked crew of 
Canadian drillers, and more accurate 
data will be available later this year. 

The president then turned to the 
company's flouth American affilia¬ 
tion. where he candidly said the re¬ 
sults of operations have in consider¬ 
able measure offset the absence of 
any definite success In the Canadian 
Northwest. His further remarks 
follow: 

“As you are aware, th* Interna¬ 
tional Petrolsum Company, through 
ths Tropical Oil Company, has been 
engaged in th* development of n con¬ 
siderable area In Colombia. Although

Pre¬ 
liminary figures indicate production 
for the year of 4,289,038 barrels ns 
conipured with 2.825,570 barrels in 
l*2l. The average dally production 
was 12,01* barrels in 1932 us against 
« production of 7.744 barrels In IWt " 

"Drilling operations nre proceed¬ 
ing In Peru upon an extensive scale, 
and there were approximately 900 


producing wells at the end of the 
year. The total number of wells 
drlllad during 1*22 wax 138, of which 
a very high percentuge, namely, J04 
wells, were productive. The total 
footage drilled in Peru was 242,*80 / 
feet. One pf ths most encouraging 
features of thsse operations haa bee a 
the extension of the proven oil-bear¬ 
ing area within the company's Peru¬ 
vian holdings through the completlo* 
of several wildcat wells which dw 
veloped Intq producers."

Abu Bekr and Omar I are the two 
master figures in the history of Islam. 
It Is not within our scope here to 
describe the wars by which in a hun¬ 
dred and twenty-five years Islam 
spread itself from the Indus to the 
Atlantic and Spain, and from Kash¬ 
gar. on the borders of China, to Up¬ 
per Egypt. If the reader entertains 
any dofuatons about a fine' civiliza¬ 
tion. either Fenian, Roman. Hellenic, 
or Egyptian, being submerged by 
thin flood, the sooner he dismisses 
such ideas the better. 

Islam prevailed .because It was the 
best social and political order the 
times could offer. It prevailed be¬ 
cause everywhere It found politically 
apathetic peoples, robbed, oppressed, 
bullied, uneducated, and unoraanized. 
and It found selfish and unsound 
governments out of touch with any I 
fR»6^le af SIT' Tt VU rite B w ft si. 1 
freshest and cleanest political idea 
that had yet come Into actual ac¬ 
tivity In the world, and It offered 
better terms than any other to the 
mass of mankind. The capitalistic 
and slave-holding system of the 
Roman Empire and the literature and 
culture and social tr adition o f Europe 
had altogether decayed and broken 
down before If lam arose; it was 
only when mankind lost faith In the 
sincerity of its representatives that 
Islam, too. began to decay. 

The larger part of Its energy' spent 
Itself In conquering and aaxlmllal- 
ing Persia and Turkestan; its most 
vigorous thrusts were northwardly 
from Persia and westwardly through 
Egypt. Had it concentrated Its first 
vigor upon the Byzantine Empire, 
there can be little doubt that by the 
eighth century tt would have taken 
Constantinople and come through In¬ 
to Europe ns easily as it reached the 
Pamirs. The Caliph Muawlva, It is 
true, besieged the capital for seven 
goods years (K72 to 678) and Suleiman 
lu 717 and 718; but the pressure was 
not sustained, and for three or four 
centuries longer the Byzantine Em¬ 
pire remained the crazy bulwark of 
Europe. 

In the newly Christianised or still 
pagan Avars,- Bulgars. Herbs. Slavs 
and Saxons, Islam would certainly 
have found as ready converts as it 
did In the Turks of Central Asia. 
And though. Instead of Insisting upon 
Constantinople, it first came round 
into Europe by the circuitous route 
of Africa and Spain. It was only In 
France at tha end of a vast line of 
W h l nii li l ciU O M I W H 
encountered a power sufficiently vig¬ 
orous to arrest Us advance. 

A Ruler Out for Himself. 

Fro mthe outset the Bedouin aris¬ 
tocrats of Mecca dominated the new 
empire. Abu Bekr. the first Caliph,

Othman was of a baser 
quality, a inan quite In tho vein of 
those silk robes to whom conquest 
was not conquest for Allah but for 
Arabia, and especially for Mecca In 
Arabia, and more particu larly for 
himself and for fhe Meccana and tor 
his family, the Omayyads. He wag 
a worthy man who stood out for his 
countrv and his town and his "peo¬ 
ple." He was no early convert, as hi# 
two predecessors had been; he had 
joined tha Prophet for reasons of 
policy In fair give and take. \\ 1th I 
his accession th« Caliph ceases to be 
a strange man of fire and wonder and 
becomes an Oriental monarch, iiko 
many Oriental monarchs before and 
since, a fairly good monarch by ean|- 
em standards as yet, bat nothing 
more. 

The rule and death of Othman 
brought out the consequences of Mu¬ 
hammad's weaknesses hs clearly as 
the lives of Abu Bekr and Omar bad 
witneased to the divine fire in his 
teaching. Muhammad had been 
politic at times when Abu Bekr 
would have been firm, and the new 
element of aristocratic greediness 
that came In with Othman was one 
fruit of those politic moments. 

A ad the legacy of that carelessly 
compiled harem of the Prophet, the 
familv complications und jealousies 
which had lurked in the background 
of Moslem affairs during the rule of 
the first two Caliphs, was now com¬ 
ing out into the light of day. All. 
who was the nephew, the adopted 
«onr-and th» •ow-A»*Mrie 
phot—ho was the husband of the 
Prophet's daughter Fatima—he had 
considered himself the rightful Ca¬ 
liph. His claims formed an uudertow 
to the resentment of Medina and of 
the rival families of Mecca against 
the advancement of the Omayyads. 
But Ayesha. the favorite wife of the 


Prophet, had always been Jealous of 
Fatima and hostile to All. She sup¬ 
ported Othman.The splendid 

opening of the story of -Islam col¬ 
lapses suddenly Into this squalid dis¬ 
pute and bickering of heirs and 
widows.

The world of Islam was rent tn 
twain by the spites, greeds and par¬ 
tisan silliness of a handful of men 
and women In Medina. That quar¬ 
rel still lives. To this day one main 
& vision of the Moslems, ‘the HhiUes. 
maintain tha hereditary /right of All 
to be Caliph as an article of faith! 
They prevail in Persia and India. But 
an equally important section, the 
Sunnites, with whom It Is difficult for 
a disinterested observer not to agree, 
deny this peculiar addendum to Mu¬ 
hammad's simple creed. So far us 
we can gather at this length of time. 
All was an entirely commonplace in¬ 
dividual. 

To watch this; schism creeping 
across the bravo beginnings of Islam 
Is like watching a case of softening 
of the brain.
